neglected to obey this Their Ma jeſties Royal Command, they ſhall be P2oceeded againſt with all: Se- 
verity. And Their Majeſties do hereby Require ail Mapozs, Bapliffs, Sheriffs, Puſtices of the 
Peace, Conſtabtes and other Officers to whom it doth oz may appertain, That they cauſe: diligent 
Search to be made within all and every of their Pzecints, fo2 the ſaid Seamen and Mariners, and 
to Seize and Secure the Perſons of ſuch of them as ſhall be there found; And alſo all looſe and un⸗ 
known Perſons whatſocver, who may juſtly ve ſuſpected to be Seamen oz Watermen, and to cauſe 
them to be ſent to the Pzincipal Officers and Commiſſioners of Their Majeſties Navy in London, 02 
to ſuch other of the Perſons and Places afozeſaid, to which they may moſt conveniently be ſent, in oꝛ⸗ 
der to their being Employed in Their Majeſties Service 3 And that they ſend up to Their Majeſties 
' 2zibp Council a Liſt of the Names of ail ſuch Seamen and Mariners as they (hall pzocure foꝛ the 
Service afozeſaid, together with the Names of the reſpective Perſons to whom, and Places to which 
they ſhall ſend them. And the ſaid Pꝛincipal Officers and Commiſſioners, and other Perſons afoze= 
ſaid, ſhall give Receipts in Writing foz the ſeveral Seamen and Mariners delivered to them in purſu- 
ance hereof. And Their Majeſties do hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command, That no Perſon 02 Per⸗ 
ſons whatſoever, do pzeſume to Conccal, oz to further oz favour the Eſcape of any Seamen oz Mari⸗ 
ners as afozeſaid, upon Pain that all and ſingular Perſons offending herein, be fozthwith Commit⸗ 
ted to-Pziſon by the next Juſtice of the Peace oꝛ other Magiſtrate, and with all Severity Pꝛoſecuted, as 
Yerſans Conſpiring againſt Their Majeſties and the Safety of the Kingdom. And Their Majeſties 
are hereby pleaſed to make known, That Money is already lodged in the Hands of the Perſons above. 
named, fo: Repaying the Conduct Money, and other Charges incident to this Service.
